C. EDWIN BUSK, 2451 South Gaylord Street, Danver, 
Colorado, advised he recalls a party, possibly sponsored by the 
Cliff Dwellers, a bachelor men's club, nonpolitical in nature, 
held in the Petroleum Club, Denver, in March, 1962. BUSK stated 
he recalls HARRY NIER being at this party and later discussing 
with HENRY OXNARD that same evening the fact that OXNARD stated 
KER was spouting the communist line. BUSH denied conversing 
personally with NIER and denied hearing NIER make any comments 
regarding knowledge of a person named "OSWALD I" 

Concerning the veracity and reliability of HENRY OXNARD, 
EDWIN BUSH stated that OXNARD is the son of BENJAMIN A. OXNARD , 
Vice president. Great Western Sugar Company; that HENRY OXNARD 
has a strong cense of loyalty and an intense interest in politics. 
BUSH stated that if OXNA.RD said that NIER mentioned the name of 
OSWALD, it is true.
